Biggest Demonstration 


The biggest demonstration of the 


day's trip occurred late in the after- 
noon in the extreme western end of 
Snyder county, where the Progressive 
farmers of West Beaver township ha< 
gathered at McClure.

Delay in the receipt of tbe Carranza 


message was excused by Rafael Zu- 
baren, chief of the Constitutionalist 
agency in Washington, as due to in- 
terrupted wire communication. 
He 


denies Intimations that the delay is an 
effort to gain time. 


Disposition of the Antilla's cargo is 


the subject of much discussion here. 
There are persistent rumors that if 
Carranza makes any rensoi-able reply 
the cargo will be allowed to land. 


Woid from Niagara Falls that there 


had been a hit< h over methods ot 
transition of tbe Mexican government j 
created little stir here because it was1 
coupled with intimations that th 
Huerta delegates would concede th 
points raised. , 


The American delegates have de 


clined to approve any plan of creatin 
a provisional government that migh 
be tentative to re< ogiiitlon of Hnerta. 


Oarranza's note is not expec ted t 


materially alter the mediation situa 
tion. The Constitutionalists have de 
clared they would not agree to a true 
—a condition upou which the media 
tors have asserted they would insist. 


Without nn armistice the Constitu 


tionallsts cannot hope for admittance 
to the conference. 
However, it is be 


lieved that ultimately some form o 
participation by Carranza will be ar 
ranged. 


KNOTS IN THE_PEACE PLANS 


Efforts to Straighten Out Differences 


at Niagara Falls. 


Niagara Fulls, Out, June 11.—Deter 


mined effort was made by the puucl- 
pals to the mediation conference to 
reconcile the differences of opinion 
that have arisen over the method by 
which the executive power in Mexico 
City shall be transferred from tbe 
hands of General Victoriano Huerta to 
the Individual to be agreed upon here 
for the provisional presidency of Mex- 
K-o. 


A serious disagreement has develop- 


ed between the mediators and the 
American delegates on this point, but 
there was believed to be a prospect 
of reaching common ground. 


The mediators and the Mexican dele- 


gates have proposed that tbe new pro- 
visional president should come into of- 
fice ns provided tor in the Mexican 
constitution, being first appointed min- 
ister of foreign affairs by General Hu- 
erta and succeeding the latter -when 
be resigns. 
This, method, the Ameri- 


can delegates have argued, would be 
tantamount to recognition of Huerta 
as exercising constitutional powers, a 
position consistently denied, not only 
by the American government, but the 
Constitutionalist cause.

Washington, June 11.—On the heels 


af efforts mude by members of con- 


iss to dissuade President Wilson 


from Insisting on o final passage of 
he entire trust program before ad- 
ournmeut the president gave his ap- 
proval to a proposed amendment to 
he Covington interstate trade com- 
mission bill which would put "more 
eeth" in tliat measure. 
In otber words, the president, fol- 


owing a conference with Congressman 
tevens and Senator Hollls of New 
Hampshire, Louis Braudeis, former 
ounuel to the Interstate commerce 
ommlssion, and George Rubtee, an 
ttorney of New York, announced his 
pproval of the scheme to include In 
lie Covlugtou bill a section of the 
teveus bill, which would not only 
Ive the trade commission additional 
owers In determining the legality of 
orporate practices, but would place 
hat commission as an intermediary 
etween the complainants and the 
traits in prosecutions of alleged in- 
ractions of the law. 
Congressman Covington, who was to 
ave been present at the conference, 
ailed at the White House later and 
nnounced that he was m entire sym- 
athy with the proposed amendment. 


Want Early Adjournment.

fhe trust bill* betore adjournment are 
based on a belief growing in both 
houses of confess that if the senate 
is required to \ ote on all the bills ad-

TENEMENT FIRE 


COSTS SEVEN LIVES 


Mm Ttai 100 Persons Kim 


GlnsiGalL 


New lork, June It—Seven lives 


were claimed by a typical east side 
tenement house fire at 90 Essex street. 
Ten other persons are In Gouverneur 
hospital with more or less serious In- 
juries, and still a dozen more are in 
tbe homes of their neighbors under tbe 
care of physicians. Thrilling rescues 
and narrow escapes marked the first 
minutes of panic that followed the dis- 
covery of the blaze. 


Tbe fire started under a ground floor 


stairway, shot up to tbe roof and 
mushroomed and doubled back, spread- 
ing over each of tbe four intervening 
floors. 
Some of tbe victims were 


caught in bed and suffocated without 
gaining consciousness. 


As Fire Chief Kenlon sold afterward, 


"It was the unvaried story of another 
old tenement reaping its harvest of 
lives." 


The ground floor of the building is 


occupied by tbe grocery store of B. 
Shapiro and by Madorich Bros., dealers 
In women's apparel. It was under the 
stairway between these two stores that 
the blase started. 


The flames were discovered by Miss 


Celia Shapiro, the nineteen-year-old 
daughter of the grocer, who was awak- 
ened in her room back of the store by 
the suffocating fumes. Without wait- 
ing to arouse the rest of the family 
tbe girl hastily threw on a wrapper 
and ran out to the street screaming 
"Fire!" Her cries brought a half doz- 
en policemen hotfoot to tbe scene. 


The blaze had shot up the five stories 


of the staircase by this time, however, 
and was spreading out over the build- 
ing. The policemen hurried up through 
adjoining buildings and up the fire es- 
capes on the front and rear of the 
burning structure. They Jumped right 
Into the rescue work.

Bmmellne Pankhurst, ^fftt^nt suffra- 
gette leader, again succeeded in evad- 
ing the police, who were closely watch- 
Ing the house In Grosvenor square, 
from which she has been conducting 
recently the campaign against the 
peace of members of the royal fam- 
ily at Buckingham palace and ttber 
places. 


Her plan of escape Is said to have 


been "cleverly conceived," although 
the details were not made public. The 
ingenuity of the women and their 
ability to circumvent the skill of Scot- 
land Yard whenever circumstances de- 
mand a real contest of wits are caus- 
ing much anxiety at police headquar- 
ters. 


The raid on the offices of the Wo- 


men's Social and Political union, like

Bismiwe* "Flood" Story. 


It has been suggested that this was 


not a river, but represented floods In 
the forest Floods do not stand at an 
angle of descent of a thousand feet, 
and they do not extend to cover a dis- 
tance of from 000 to 1,000 miles. I 
saw the suggestion made that the riv- 
er might be either the Madeira or the 
Tapajos. 
My companion, Mr. Fiala, 


went down the Tapajos. Mr. Miller 
went down the Madeira. We went 
down a river in between. 
So that 


most of our party went down both the 
Tapajos and the Madeira and we went 
in between. 


The length of the river we cannot 


give accurately. We computed it by 
dead reckoning at between 1,400 and 
1,600 kilometers. I should say 000. 
900 or possibly 1.000 miles. It runs be- 
tween nearly the thirteenth and fifth 
parallels of latitude-thai is, it coven 
about seven and a half degrees of lati- 
tude. Of course that to about doubled 
by the curves.

I say no 
difficulty whatever—I mean from tbe 
standpoint from which I am speak- 
ing—by launch and canoe, broken by 
falls now and then from 10% degrees 
to 6% degrees. 


Tells of the Embarkation. 


Now, 
when we embarked, having 


gone some thirty days by mnle and ox 
train across this high central plateau 
of western Brazil—when we embarked 
our party consisted of twenty-two men, 
sixteen camarades and three Brazilian 
officers, among them Colonel Rondon 
and Mr. Cherrie of the American mu- 
seum, my son Hermit and myself. We 
said goodbyviu the twelfth degree of 
latitude to the other members of tbe 
expedition who bad come that far. 


Colonel Rondon, I believe, affirmed 


that it was the Aripone which we 
would come out of. He had directed 
Lieutenant Pyrinez to send the boat up 
on the chance of meeting us, directing 
him to go up until he found a big af- 
fluent entering the river -and stop 
there, because he could not tell which 
one we would be coming down. And 
Lieutenant Pyrinez went up to abont 
^ degrees 15 minutes and waited for 
us. We said goodby to Mr Mueller 
and his associates here on Feb. 27. 
After exactly sixty days of canoeing 
work we met Lieutenant Pyrinez. 
[ 


On the trip of our six members, Mr. 


Cherrie, my son, the doctor and Lieu- 
tenant Lira kept diaries day by day. 
About every half degree or degree w« 
took astronomical observations. 


The different portions of the course 


that we followed varied widely In diffi- 
culty. For four days we ran, survey- 
Ing for the river very accurately. We 
»n rather slowly before encountering 
any rapids. We then struck our first 
serious rapids. After that, which was 
in about y degrees 45 minutes south, 
we spent forty-two days, daring which 
we slept every day at the head or 
foot of a rapid, and during the forty- 
two days we only covered one degree 
of latitude, going to about 10 degrees 
45 minutes south. 
We had by that 


time gone net more than a sixth of the 
distance that we expected to go^and 
had used up about three-fourths or 
four-fifths of our food; had been on 
half rations pretty much all the time, 
eked out with parrots and monkeys 
which we enjoyed there. 


Then during that time we lost of the 


seven canoes five In the rapids. We 
built three others end lost one of those

sion of rapids, having been gone forty^ 
six days.

We were able to get 


food—sugarcane, sometimes rice or 
bananas, occasionally a chicken or a 
duck, not very often, and In the eleven 
days. If I remember rightly, we got 
eight eggs. 


But all our difficulties were over, 


and we made the entire remaining dis- 
tance In fourteen days. 
We went 


down to below the junction of the up- 
per Aripone and the ao called Cas- 
tania, and then in thii tv six hours on 
the steamer went down to the mouth 
of the river, down the Amazon and a 
little way up the Rio Machado to Ma- 
naos. The serlons work was the first 
—a little l*ss than seven weeks going 
down through the rapids. After that 
there was no difficulty. 


We were fortunate enough on our 
trips down the river not to loae any ol 
our Instruments or any of the speci- 
mens or notebooks or anything else 
that was of consequence to the expe- 
dition, but we bad to cut all our per- 
sonal belongings down to the bone. 


On the upper course of the river 


there were Indians. They were afraid 
of us and somewhat hostile. 1 think 
their hostility was due only to timidity.

Colonel Ilondon was nearly shot He 


was ont hunting for monkeys, because 
we were hungry, and he had a dog 
with him. He heard what he thought 
was the bowling of spider monkeys. 
The dog went ahead, and he followed. 
It proved to be a couple of Indians, 
who were imitating the calling of the 
spider monkeys, probably to attract 
him. Tbe first thing he knew about 
was hearing the dog yell, then coming 
toward him, then yelling again and 
then silence, and he was sure—and ft 
afterward proved he was right—that 
it had been killed by Indians. He fired 
hta revolver in the air, and tbe Indians 
ran. We afterward went out ourselves 
and found the dead body of the dog 
with two arrows through it 


The camarades, the men who were 


with us, normally went barefooted. 
At one place where we stopped to 
build the canoes tbe bortchuda flies 
were such a torment that the feet of 
tbe men swelled until they were un- 
able to work. They bad to wrap them 
In gunnysacks and everything of that 
kind in order to go on with their j 
work.

TENEMENT FIRE 


COSTS SEVEN LIVES 


Mm Ttai 100 Persons Kim 


GlnsiGalL 


New lork, June It—Seven lives 


were claimed by a typical east side 
tenement house fire at 90 Essex street. 
Ten other persons are In Gouverneur 
hospital with more or less serious In- 
juries, and still a dozen more are in 
tbe homes of their neighbors under tbe 
care of physicians. Thrilling rescues 
and narrow escapes marked the first 
minutes of panic that followed the dis- 
covery of the blaze. 


Tbe fire started under a ground floor 


stairway, shot up to tbe roof and 
mushroomed and doubled back, spread- 
ing over each of tbe four intervening 
floors. 
Some of tbe victims were 


caught in bed and suffocated without 
gaining consciousness. 


As Fire Chief Kenlon sold afterward, 


"It was the unvaried story of another 
old tenement reaping its harvest of 
lives." 


The ground floor of the building is 


occupied by tbe grocery store of B. 
Shapiro and by Madorich Bros., dealers 
In women's apparel. It was under the 
stairway between these two stores that 
the blase started. 


The flames were discovered by Miss 


Celia Shapiro, the nineteen-year-old 
daughter of the grocer, who was awak- 
ened in her room back of the store by 
the suffocating fumes. Without wait- 
ing to arouse the rest of the family 
tbe girl hastily threw on a wrapper 
and ran out to the street screaming 
"Fire!" Her cries brought a half doz- 
en policemen hotfoot to tbe scene. 


The blaze had shot up the five stories 


of the staircase by this time, however, 
and was spreading out over the build- 
ing. The policemen hurried up through 
adjoining buildings and up the fire es- 
capes on the front and rear of the 
burning structure. They Jumped right 
Into the rescue work.

London, June 11.—The elusive Mrs. 


Bmmellne Pankhurst, ^fftt^nt suffra- 
gette leader, again succeeded in evad- 
ing the police, who were closely watch- 
Ing the house In Grosvenor square, 
from which she has been conducting 
recently the campaign against the 
peace of members of the royal fam- 
ily at Buckingham palace and ttber 
places. 


Her plan of escape Is said to have 


been "cleverly conceived," although 
the details were not made public. The 
ingenuity of the women and their 
ability to circumvent the skill of Scot- 
land Yard whenever circumstances de- 
mand a real contest of wits are caus- 
ing much anxiety at police headquar- 
ters. 


The raid on the offices of the Wo- 


men's Social and Political union, like 
the raid early In May, did not produce 
the prolific results expected by the po- 
lice, who plainly showed their disap- 
pointment 
The documents seized re-

Bismiwe* "Flood" Story. 


It has been suggested that this was 


not a river, but represented floods In 
the forest Floods do not stand at an 
angle of descent of a thousand feet, 
and they do not extend to cover a dis- 
tance of from 000 to 1,000 miles. I 
saw the suggestion made that the riv- 
er might be either the Madeira or the 
Tapajos. 
My companion, Mr. Fiala, 


went down the Tapajos. Mr. Miller 
went down the Madeira. We went 
down a river in between. 
So that 


most of our party went down both the 
Tapajos and the Madeira and we went 
in between. 


The length of the river we cannot 


give accurately. We computed it by 
dead reckoning at between 1,400 and 
1,600 kilometers. I should say 000. 
900 or possibly 1.000 miles. It runs be- 
tween nearly the thirteenth and fifth 
parallels of latitude-thai is, it coven 
about seven and a half degrees of lati- 
tude. Of course that to about doubled 
by the curves. As yon will see if you 
turn to the map of Europe, that Is a 
distance considerably longer than the 
Seine and Rhone combined—us far an 
I can see. allowing for the slant of the 
curves, about as long as the Rhine or 
the Elbe.

I say no 
difficulty whatever—I mean from tbe 
standpoint from which I am speak- 
ing—by launch and canoe, broken by 
falls now and then from 10% degrees 
to 6% degrees. 


Tells of the Embarkation. 


Now, 
when we embarked, having 


gone some thirty days by mnle and ox 
train across this high central plateau 
of western Brazil—when we embarked 
our party consisted of twenty-two men, 
sixteen camarades and three Brazilian 
officers, among them Colonel Rondon 
and Mr. Cherrie of the American mu- 
seum, my son Hermit and myself. We 
said goodbyviu the twelfth degree of 
latitude to the other members of tbe 
expedition who bad come that far. 


Colonel Rondon, I believe, affirmed 


that it was the Aripone which we 
would come out of. He had directed 
Lieutenant Pyrinez to send the boat up 
on the chance of meeting us, directing 
him to go up until he found a big af- 
fluent entering the river -and stop 
there, because he could not tell which 
one we would be coming down. And 
Lieutenant Pyrinez went up to abont 
^ degrees 15 minutes and waited for 
us. We said goodby to Mr Mueller 
and his associates here on Feb. 27. 
After exactly sixty days of canoeing 
work we met Lieutenant Pyrinez. 
[ 


On the trip of our six members, Mr. 


Cherrie, my son, the doctor and Lieu- 
tenant Lira kept diaries day by day. 
About every half degree or degree w« 
took astronomical observations. 


The different portions of the course 


that we followed varied widely In diffi- 
culty. For four days we ran, survey- 
Ing for the river very accurately. We 
»n rather slowly before encountering 
any rapids. We then struck our first 
serious rapids. After that, which was 
in about y degrees 45 minutes south, 
we spent forty-two days, daring which 
we slept every day at the head or 
foot of a rapid, and during the forty- 
two days we only covered one degree 
of latitude, going to about 10 degrees 
45 minutes south. 
We had by that 


time gone net more than a sixth of the 
distance that we expected to go^and 
had used up about three-fourths or 
four-fifths of our food; had been on 
half rations pretty much all the time, 
eked out with parrots and monkeys 
which we enjoyed there. 


Then during that time we lost of the 


seven canoes five In the rapids. We 
built three others end lost one of those 


Then we came ont the last succes- 


sion of rapids, having been gone forty^ 
six days. We struck a long stretch of

We were fortunate enough on our 
trips down the river not to loae any ol 
our Instruments or any of the speci- 
mens or notebooks or anything else 
that was of consequence to the expe- 
dition, but we bad to cut all our per- 
sonal belongings down to the bone. 


On the upper course of the river 


there were Indians. They were afraid 
of us and somewhat hostile. 1 think 
their hostility was due only to timidity. 


Bondon's Dog Shot by Indiana. 
Colonel Ilondon was nearly shot He 


was ont hunting for monkeys, because 
we were hungry, and he had a dog 
with him. He heard what he thought 
was the bowling of spider monkeys. 
The dog went ahead, and he followed. 
It proved to be a couple of Indians, 
who were imitating the calling of the 
spider monkeys, probably to attract 
him. Tbe first thing he knew about 
was hearing the dog yell, then coming 
toward him, then yelling again and 
then silence, and he was sure—and ft 
afterward proved he was right—that 
it had been killed by Indians. He fired 
hta revolver in the air, and tbe Indians 
ran. We afterward went out ourselves 
and found the dead body of the dog 
with two arrows through it 


The camarades, the men who were 


with us, normally went barefooted. 
At one place where we stopped to 
build the canoes tbe bortchuda flies 
were such a torment that the feet of 
tbe men swelled until they were un- 
able to work. They bad to wrap them 
In gunnysacks and everything of that 
kind in order to go on with their j 
work.

The expedition was not undertaken 


In pursuance of any plan or Idea form- 
ed here in thto country. It was under- 
taken at tbe suggestion of Lanro Hul- 
ler on behalf of the Brazilian govern- 
ment in Rio.
